WHAT THE KINGDOM IS 

Dr. Lyman Abbott Speaks on a Pop¬ 
ular flisconception. 


Men still arc thinking about the celes- 
Uil kuigdom and still hoping for a civic 
d'icl political rule and yet thinking they 
must fix their eyes on the golden city 
and all that. We are not to keep our 
eves on the green fields and the pearly 
g.h'S of the Cffptlal City, but to be pre¬ 
paring in this world for the heaven 
hereafter. We are to try to answer our 
own prayer: “Thy kingdom come; ttiy 
will be done, in earth as it is in hea- 
\.n.” What is lids kingdom of God in 
the earth? What wo pruy for and ought 
to look for is a state of society tn which 
there are square and honest lives, ad¬ 
justing themselves to a .standard f t 
righteousness. We mean the domina¬ 
tion of tlie golden rule; honesty and in¬ 
tegrity in business affairs; peace and 
good will; riddance of restless discon¬ 
tent, and in place of it calm; peace with 
our neighbor; peace with God; joy and 
holiness of spirit; joy and healthful liv¬ 
ing in conformity to Ihe laws of nature 
that are the laws of God. We mean a 
city in which men shall live squarely, 
have good will toward one another and 
where ull men shall share in the uni¬ 
versal well being. 

THEM ft IS PROGRESS. 

A glance back in history shows that 
ah through the nineteen centuries since 
Christ was born the world lias been 
moving along toward peace. Slavery, 
after a long reign, lias been abolished 
in a great measure, and to-day we have 
a court for ttie settlement of internation¬ 
al disputes, und it is no exaggeration 
to say that it is more than probable that 
in ten years from now we shuil have 
mi international Parliament, at least cf 
advice, determining lows for the nations. 
The world lias been moving along, not 
always by the church nnd ministry, hut 
by u.' thousand influences, coming from 
the All Father, toward a unvirsal wel¬ 
fare. 

1 ask you to take part In this great 
world movement that has been going 
on for twenty centuries to bring about 
the kingdom of God on the earth. In 
order to do It you need nut leave your 
present place or vocation, or take upon 
yourself new activities. No, you must 
begin at home. The home is the foun¬ 
dation of every social organization. The 
kingdom of God Is an organization and 
the beginning is the home, and there 
is not one of us who cannot do some¬ 
thing to make righteousness and peace 
nnd happiness in our home; in the 
home of our neighbor; to teach our chil¬ 
dren square, honest, upright conduct; 
to inspire our children with the spirit 


of peace In place of the spirit of rest¬ 
lessness, and so to minister in our home 
that it shall be one of sunshine and 
gludness. Great and noble work is done 
in founding homes for orphans, but is 
it uny better to go out in the streets 
and Und some children there and make 
them pure and sweet and happy than 
to take the children God has given you 
and make them pure and sweet nnd 
happy? You have not to leave your vo¬ 
cation, whatever It is. What does the 
kingdom of God rneun? It means, first 
of all, square dealing In business. It 
meoas the carpenter's making a good 
.Joint, the plumber’s making a pipe that 
will not hurst, the employer of labor 
puying fair wages, the workingman’s 
doing his work—It means squure, up¬ 
right. honest dealing of a man with bis 
fellow man. This Is religion. It is the 
thing Christ came to establish on earth. 
To do the right thing is more religious 
than to talk about it. For a carpenter 
to make a squure joint is more religious 
than for me lo tell him to do it. It 
means the carrying of peace and good 
will into our dully life. It means the 
u ing of one’s influence to rnako com¬ 
merce not a wor, but an emulation f or 
service, not a struggle to see how much 
we can get but to see how much we 
can achieve. 

GO INTO POLITICS. 

I coll you to go into politics. I hear 
every now and then men saying, “Our 
best citizens take no Interest in poli¬ 
tics." That is not true. The man that 
does not take any interest in politics is 
not one of our best men; lie is one of 
our worst men, and the more influential 
and rich lie is the worse he is. Look 
across the sea und note what men in 
Russia are doing and suffering in order 
that they may get the citizenship God 
bus given us. He said: “I give you the 
keeping of this nation." You cun dif¬ 
fuse ull through this nation the spirit 
of righteousness and of peace and good 
will. You can make the kingdom of 
God come on this continent of America, 
and this best of citizens folds his hands 
and buys: “That ts not what interests 
,me." Best man! No, no. I will tell 
you the hope of our country to-day. It 
is that men In different parties are tak¬ 
ing more interest in the kingdom of God 
(they do not cnll it so) than they are m 
the victory of party politics. When a 
rnun is doing that, whether it he by his 
vote at the ballot box or in the legis¬ 
lature, he Is doing religious work, just 
whut Christ called him to do—working 
for the coming of the kingdom of God 
on the earth.

Remarkable Gathering ol 

of the Great Russian 
Empire. 

During Ihe last two and a half years 
neither the German commercial traveller 
nor tits wares have had much chance to 
get along the Siberian ruilroad. Now 
that the twin line of steel, running for 
six thousand miles from Moscow to 
Vladivostok, is free from the conveyance 
of troops, the Siberian towns, which 
have been starving for goods, are de¬ 
manding largo supplies and speedy de¬ 
liveries. in the disturbed condition of 
the country, however, German Anns have 
shown no eagerness to risk the lives of 
their travellers in a region where the 
value of life is decreasingly regarded, 
nor lo forward goods for which there is 
a very problematic prospect of payment. 
Accordingly, Mahomet lias hod to coine 
to the mountain, and this year, writes 
Foster Fraser in the London Standard, 
Nijni Novgorod is basking in its old 
glory. 

The fair has provided opportunity for 
a remarkable gathering—a congress re¬ 
presenting twenty million Mussulmans 
at the Russian Empire—Moslems from 
South Russia, men who huve taken to 
llio garb and customs of the West, nnd 
who, with their hair cropped a la Fran- 
caise and imperials, dark gray lounge 
jackets and patent leather boots, might 
easily be mistaken for Parisians; Mos¬ 
lems from Mongolio and Bokhara, men 
slim and sallow and sedate, with shaven 
heads and henna dyed beards; men in 
long flowing und embroidered sheepskin 
coats, boots of red und turbans of green, 
who, for sitting, find the floor more com¬ 
fortable than chairs. 

THE SHREWD TATARS. 

The Tatars are the cleverest mer¬ 
chants who come to Nijni Novgorod. 
Whether it be in the selling of “over¬ 
land" lea—believed by the Muscovite lo 
have been brought by caravan from 
China, but which has been sent around 
by ship to Odessa and trained to Nijni— 
or in making a fuss with precious stones 
whicli lie hints have been stolen from the 
mines, and therefore are to bq obtained 
at a bargain, but which are imitation, 
made in a Parisian factory, the Tatar 
scores. 

He stands by his shod or stall, look¬ 
ing cold and grimy, his fur cap down 
over his ears, und his bunds hid in the 
sleeves of his skin coat, which is badly 
tanned and most unappetizing in odor. 
He has wondrous stacks of skins, from 
silver fox down to rat. You can walk 
the better port of a mile past shops 
crowded with skins, most requiring to 
bo cured. For a year Siberia is hunted 
for skins to supply the Nijni Novgorod 
mart. The tribes of the north stalk in 
the winter; colonies of political exiles 
have sometimes little other means of 
winning a livelihood than by getting 
skins. 

Over hundreds of miles of trackless 
snow the skins ure hafitfed till a river is 
reached. Then by boat they are brought 
to some place where the Siberian rail¬ 
way can be touched or are taken to 
some affluent of the Volga. The Tatar 
merchant has his buyers everywhere. 
In his slothful but still methodical way 
he meets the skins at certain points and 
arrives at Nijni Novgorod with perhaps 
a couple of thousand pounds worth of 
goods. 

CONDUCTING A SALE. 

The market is conducted on strictly 
Eastern principles. There is no fixed 
price. Everything is wortli what it will 
letch. The Tatar asks twice us much 
as a thing is worth, aware uLl the time 
that you know he is asking double what 
he will accept. You offer half what the 
thing is worth, aware that tie knows thut 
mu intpTwl tn increase the offer. So, 
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Persians who had turquoise and opal 
stones , to sell, and we spent a rainy 
afternoon in haggling. 

Yet there to a fascination in the multi¬ 
tude of articles. At times one can ima¬ 
gine that all the manufacturers of, 
shoddy articles have dumped their thing* 
on Volga-side. Try to picture a third at 
a mile of tombstones tor sale—though, 
Hibernian like, most of the stones are of 
wood. Here the merchant from the far 
interior may acquire a really striking 
monument which will make him the 
envy of his neighbors who have never 
been to the fair. A whole street Is da- 
voted to the sate of ikons, pictures of 
saints set out in Byzantine style in flam¬ 
ing gilt, and to be found in every Rus¬ 
sian house in the right hand corner 
the upper end of the room. 

There are streets sacred to the sale 
Russian boots—there must be millions of 
them. Battalions of sacks laden wltt# 
raisins block one thoroughfare; another 
road is a maze of bales of wool. A row 
oi shops is given up to

nnd there is merriment watching the 
astonished countenance of a simple pea¬ 
sant woman having on umbrella opened 
in ber face for the first time. Miles upoif 
miles of cotton goods are here, with na 
nonsensical half shades about them, but 
strong and unmistakable reds and 
greens and blues and yellows. Half a 
street is given up to cheap German toys. 

In the centre of the fnir Is a large red 
brick arcade, with shops selling tho 
usual tinsel and expensive things, with 
the usual band playing in the afternoon, 
and the usual row of wooden faced in¬ 
dividuals sitting on benches and stolidly 
enjoying the music. There is the usual 
pestering by importunate dealers. And 
there owe literally billions of postcards. 

Last evening at sundown I climbed 
the hill of the quaint walled fortress 
which guards Nijni Novgorod. The fall¬ 
ing sun was burnishing the domes of 
innumerable churches, a hundred sweet 
toned bells, beaten with wooden ham¬ 
mers, made the evening melodious. 
There wus the heavy tramp of full kitted 
Russian soldiers mounting the hill to 
the fortress; ttiere was the distant babel 
ol a city doing business at the top of 
its voice; down below on the Volga was

STORIES FROM FAR NORTH 


CREW OF U. 8. STEAMER TELL A 
GREAT SERIES OF YARNS. 

Captain of the Olga Reported to liave 
Killed Engineer—Miners 
Picked tp. 

Among the most harrowing stories <1 
the northern seas is that brought down 
by the United States revenue cutler 
Thetis, which reached Victoria, B. C., 
the other day alter a five months' cruise 
in the Arctic. Captain Hamlett of the 
Thetis tells of murder, and of attempt¬ 
ed murder; ol arrests made after long 
pursuit, ol finds ol gold and copper, and 
ol the discovery of a people on Prince 
Albert Island who had never tielure 
seen white men, and whose utensils 
were of beaten copper and bone. 

The crew of the whaler Olga, belong¬ 
ing to the fleet the Thetis hnd gone to 
succor. made the ethnological discover¬ 
ies. The whalers were starving and 
reduced to ttie eating of dog harness, 
before thev found an active people on 
Prince Albert land. Rich deposits of na¬ 
tive copper were found by the whalers, 
brougtit out some lurge nuggets ol pure 
copper. Wood was very scarce; in fuct. 
so little was to be found that an arrow 
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tablespoonful of this mixture and push 
olf into hot. deep fut.

To Remove Stains from Flannel.— 
Take the yolk of a raw egg. mix it wllh 
a lublespoonful of glycerine, and apply 
to the spot; Jet this soak In well before 
washing the garment in u lather of boil- 
cd snop. 

Make tilery Salt.—Procure some rpj. 
ery seed, dry it thoroughly on n baking 
sheet, pound it in a morlnr till quite line, 
and add two ports to one of dried salt. 

Scratches in varnish will entirely dis¬ 
appear if a coarse cloth’ that has * been 
suluraled with linseed oil bo laid over 
them. This simple remedy is invaluable 
to those who have the care of carriages 
und other highly polished furniture. 

To Make Roots Wear Well—When 
buying new boots, never wear them be¬ 
fore putting on the solo I wo eon Is -f 
varnish. This treatment makes the 
boots last twice ns long, besides render¬ 
ing them watertight. 

Never throw away egg shells, for they 
sh-aild be washed and added to ihe 
slockoot to clear the soup. 

Clothes pegs boiled n few minutes and 
dried quickly about once a month be¬ 
come more durable.

In spile of this, the prisoners were 
convicted, but counsel appealed success¬ 
ful 1 v for a new trial. Mr. Hennessy, the 
Chief of the Police, niude such exhaus¬ 
tive research pending I lie fresh triul that 
the Mafia feured its entire discovery and 
annihilation both in America und Eur- 
"ope.~ \ 

Ten members of the Black Hand were 
deputed to assassinate him, and a vol¬ 
ley of bullets was discharged ut him 
from a durk alley one midnight. Ho 
emplied ids revolver, fully twenty shots 
being exchanged. Eleven Sicilians were 
arrested on suspicion, but in spile of 
overwhelming evidence, the jury, in¬ 
timidated by threats of murder, found 
six not guilty, giving thorn, as they ul- 
leged, the benefit of ihe doubt. A fresh 
cliargc preferred ugainst them, however, 
sent them back to the county gaol. 

The populace of New Orleans were 
now wildly excited and indigriunt. Led 
by a lawyer named Parkerson und several 
prominent public officials, 2,000 persons 
assembled at the Clay statue on March 
14lh, 1801, und, armed with guns and 
revolvers, stormed the prison where the 
nineteen accused lay. 

JUSTICE WITHOUT THE LAW. 

Some of the assassins hod secreted 
themselves in the women’s quarters, 
huslily vucutod for their benefit; but 
they were all found and either shot 
down in the prison or taken out. hanged 
from the nearest lamp-post, and riddled 
with bullets. 

The United States had to pay $25,000 
i) tho Italian Government for the 
widows and orphans of the persons 
killed, but a severe blow had been dealt 
at the Mafia for the time being. This 
rough treatment, however, served to win 
for the Black Hand tfie sympathy of 
manv Ilaliun gentlemen in the United 
Stoles who had never before counten¬ 
anced their wicked acts.

It proved to have been 
forged. An eminent expert who was 
culled in examined with a powerful 
hund-lens the signature on the cheque 
without finding anything suggestive of 
forgery. He then put the cheque to the 
photographic test, and found upon the 
resultant negative unmistakable signs 
of erusion and “shading.” The forger, 
whoever he wus, had first sketched the 
name in pencil und then tilled it in with 
ink, “.shading” the down strokes ufter- 
wurds with a line pen.—London Ans 
wers. 
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GERMANY’S PENSION SCHEME. 

Iairqe Sums Paid Out Since Bismarck 
Inaugurated Scheme. 

The 25th Anniversary of the lote Prince 
Bismorck’s announcement in the Reich¬ 
stag thut the Emperor wus determined 
that the state shoufa systematically 
assist the working people, male or fe¬ 
male, by accident, sick and old age in¬ 
surance, was commented on widely in 
the German press recently, which gener¬ 
ally approved or disapproved the re¬ 
sults, according to the political opinions 
of the commentators. During Ihe last 
twenty years $555,750,000 lias been puid 
out for sickness, $232,750,000 for acci¬ 
dents, und $13,500,000 for old age. 

The law uiso provides for compulsory 
contributions by employers and em¬ 
ployes. In cases of sickness two-thirds 
of the expenses are paid by the ein 
ployes and one-third by the employer. 
In accident cases uli the expenses are 
paid by the employer, and In cases of 
old age pensions half the amount is 
paid by the employer and hulf by the 
employe, the Government supplement¬ 
ing each pension with $12.50 yearly. 
The total of the various funds is’ $375,- 
000,000. und the amount puid in since the 
law was passed Is $1,050,750,000. Sixty 
million persons have profited by this 
legislation.

I hn* e always found 
lhat Ihe greater variety of grains and 
rough feed, Ihe better’ the ioauIIs. I 
would not advise feeding silage exclu¬ 
sively. But no one who keeps six cr 
more cows can offord to be withoul a 
silo. Sllugo, undoubtedly, is the best 
and cheapest winter feed yet discover¬ 
ed I aim to moke my cows average 2 r «0 
pounds of butter a year. 

VALUE OF A HAND SEPARATOR. 

Every progressive dairyman should 
have a hand separator. You can thon 
give Ihe calves fresh, sweet skim milk. 
Ii is expensive lo feed calves on whole 
milk, especially when you enn sell the 
butler for 25 cents per pound and sup¬ 
ply the fat taken from the milk by oil- 
meal or oilcake at a few cents per 
pound. 

From the other side, the separator i< 
certainly n splendid investment os a 
labor saver. It Is also valuable ns a 
means of getting all the butter fat from 
ihe milk. Get a good standard ma¬ 
chine, but don’t get a very small size 
unless you have only a very few cows. 
For ten to twelve cows we would cer¬ 
tainly recommend a 450 to 650-pound 
per hour separator. 

Wash the machine every time It is 
u<ed. Don’t believe the agent who lolls 
you that you can wash his machine by 
simply dipping the parts in warm 
water. Anyone w*ho has handled ves¬ 
sels, in which milk has been kept, knows 
lhat that is not so. Use n brush, not 
a dish rag. to wash each piece of 'he 
separator, then pour boiling hot water 
over the parts and allow lo drv. 

Use plentv of oil on the bearings nn.t 
thus greatly Increase the life of tho 
machine. Fasten the separator securely 
to the floor, take three minutes to sp(vd 
It up, heat up the bowl with a little 
lukewarm water before separating, then 
flush out with a litlle clean w'olcr after 
the milk has run through, to get all the 
cream.

Cottage Pudding—One egg, one tnble- 
spoonful of butler, three-fourths cup of 
sugar, one-half cup of milk, two cups 
ft flour, two teaspoonfuls baking pow¬ 
der; flavor with lemon extract nnd bake 
in a hot oven; serve with hot liquid 
sauce. 

Fried Cukes—One cup sugar, one 
cup sweet milk, two eggs, three table¬ 
spoonfuls melted butter, two teaspoon* 
fuls baking powder, flour enough to 
handle well: fry in hot lard. 

Vnnillu Cookies-—One cup sugar, two-

For Chilblains—These two recipes have 
been sent me by a kind correspondent, 
who says # they ore excellent: (1) For 
unbroken chilblains: one ounce of gly¬ 
cerine, one ounce o! sulphurous acid 
(not sulphuric acid), and two ounces of 
rosewater. Mix all together thoroughly, 
and apply night and morning. (2) For 
broken chilblains: Locatellis balsam, 
four drachms; citrine ointment, one 
drachm; balsam of Peru, ten drops. 
Spread this salve on cotton wool or lint 
and apply night and morning.

THE SECRET TERROR OF AMERICAN 
MILLIONAIRES. 

How Tills Society Had'Its Origin—Intro¬ 
duced Into America by Foreign 
Emigrants. 

But few people realize how serious Ls 
the problem presented by the criminal 
soclelies of the United States. The chief 
of these, the Society of the Black Hand, 
or the Mafia, as it is sometimes called, 
Is one of the most mysterious associa¬ 
tions ever formed. Precisely how long 
It has bufflcd the detectives of the world 
i* would be diflleult to say. But the list 
cf crimes attempted or carried out by It 
is simply appalling. 

In J903 un attempt was made to blow 
up the Cunord liner Uinbrla by means of 
on infernal machine containing 100 lbs. 
of dynamite. A warning letter was, 
however, received in time to prevent the 
disaster. Tho letter explained that 
“The Society has declared war ugalnst 
England and has ordered the destruc¬ 
tion of every British steamer flying the 
British flag thut suits out of Now York 
Harbor." Superintendent Murray, of 
the Bureau of Combustibles, who exam¬ 
ined the machine, declared that it was 
the largest and cleverest he had ever 
seen. The affair w'as n mystery at the 
time, and bus remained so ever since.

The girl fell in the struggle, strik¬ 
ing her heud uguinst a pillar.

PROFESSIONAL FORGER IS AN 
ARTIST AT HIS WORK. 

Handwriting Expert Called Upon to 
Settl* Maoy Curious 
Cases. 

Yea, said an expert in handwriting, it 
is no easy matter to tell which is a 
bona-flde one, for the professional forger 
of to-day is an artist in his lawless 
wqrk. Fifty or sixty years ago hand¬ 
writing experts were conspicuous by 
their absence; now there are scores of 
them In London alone, and the leading 
ones are constantly brought before the 
public in connection with law cases— 
big, sensational and curious. 

Many handwriting experts started life 
ns lithographers, much of whose work, 
as you are aware, consists in making 
facsimiles of letters und circulars.by 
trucing the original writing on to a 
stone. A lilhogrupher, after he has been 
ui his trade for two or three yeurs. can¬ 
not fail to note every mannerism in a 
hand, and he soon druws up in ids 
mind a philosophy of handwritings. A 
man who hus been trained us a litho¬ 
grapher is undoubtedly Iho most reliuble 
handwriting expert. 

PENMANSHIP VARIES. 

Curious as it may sound, it is never¬ 
theless a fact that no man or woman 
signs his or her name exactly alike.

HORSES THE MARKET DEMANDS. 

I have always insisted that tho draft 
horse is the best type foMhe farmer to 
raise, writes Mr. James Hope. He can 
do it to belter advantage and make 
more money at it than by attempting 
to raise fast horses. During the past 
summer I have watched the draft horse 
market with interest. It is true that for 
the most port, draft horses from th* 
middle of June to the middle of August 
this year brought slightly lower prices 
than they did before that time and 
smeo. The foult. however was with Hie 
horses and not with the morkei. Had 
the horses during that time been of s* 
high grude os usual they would have 
sc Id for as many dollars. 

The taste in the horse inurket ls 
changing, as is also the manner and 
lime of buying. For instance, the lum¬ 
berman, fearing that if he waits until 
the usual time, he will not be able to 
get what he wonts, appears nt tho lead¬ 
ing horse markets many weeks ahead 
of his usual trips, fills his orders und 
i, thus enabled lo get what he wonts. 
Further than this, eastern dealers are 
not only represented in the wholesale 
centres but have their agents scouring 
the country trying to buy at first hand. 
prlc»- does not seem to cut much figure.

Take the yolk of a raw egg. mix it wllh 
a tublespoonful of glycerine, and apply 
to the spot; let this soak In well before 
washing the garment in a lalher of bod¬ 
ed soap. 

Make flb! erv Sail.—Procure some ^el-1 
ery seed, dry it thoroughly on a baking 
sheet, pound It in a mortar till quite fine, 
and add two parts lo one of dried salt. 

Scratches in varnish will entirely dis¬ 
appear If a coarse clolh that has been 
suliiraled with linseed oil bo laid over 
them. This simple remedy is invaluable 
to ttjo.se who have the care of carriages 
and oilier highly polished furniture. 

To Make Roots Wear Well—When 
buying new boots, never wear them be¬ 
fore pulling on the sole two coals r t 
varnish. This treatment makes the 
boots last twice ns long, besides render¬ 
ing Ihcrn watertight. 

Never throw away egg shells, for they 
should he washed and added to the 
giockoot to clear Ihe soup.

To Clean a White Fur Rug.—Put the 
rug on to a firm table and rub it well 
with bran moistened with hot wafer. 
Rub next with a flannel till the Tur is 
quite dry, then wllh a piece of book 
muslin apply dry bran in the same man¬ 
ner. Afterwards put some magnesia 
into n muslin bag and well rub into the 
fur. It is improvement to stretch the 
skin before beginning this process.

This 
rough treatment, however, served to win 
for the Black Hand ttie sympathy of 
manv Italian gentlemen in the United 
States who hdd never before counten¬ 
anced their wicked acts.

The forger, 
whoever lie wus, had first sketched the 
nume in pencil und then tilled it in with 
ink, "shading" the down strokes ufter- 
wurds with a line pen.—London Ans¬ 
wers.

GERMANY’S PENSION SCHEME. 

I.arge Sums Paid Out Since Bismarck 
Inaugurated Scheme. 

The 25th Anniversary of the late Prince 
Bismarck’s annoi ni ea m ent in the Reich¬ 
stag ttiut the Kmpfi&r was determined 
that the stnte stmira systematically 
assist the working people, male or fe¬ 
male, by accident, sick and old age in¬ 
surance, was commented on widely in 
the German press recently, which gener¬ 
ally approved or disapproved the re¬ 
sults, according to (lie political opinions 
of the commentators. During Ihe last 
twenty years $555,750,000 has been puid 
out for sickness, $232,750,000 for acci¬ 
dents. und $13,500,000 for old age. 

The law also provides for compulsory 
contributions by employers and em¬ 
ployes. In cases of sickness two-thirds 
of the expenses ure paid by the em¬ 
ployes and ono-third by the employer. 
In accident cases ull the expenses ure 
paid by the employer, and in cases of 
old age pensions half the amount is 
paid by the employer and hulf by the 
employe, the Government supplement¬ 
ing each pension with $12.50 yearly. 
Tho total of the various funds is $375.* 
000,000. und the amount paid in since the 
law was passed is $1,056,750,000. Sixty 
million persons have prolited by tills 
legislation.

I 
would not advise feeding silage exclu¬ 
sively. But no fine who keeps six cr 
more cows can afford to be without a 
silo. Silugc. undoubtedly, is the best 
and cheapest winter feed yet discover¬ 
ed I aim to make my cows average 250 
pounds of butter a year. 


VALUE OF A HAND SEPARATOR. 

Every progressive dairyman should 
have a hand separator. You can then 
give the calves fresh, sweet skim milk. 
It is expensive io feed calves on whole 
milk, especially when you can sell the 
butter for 25 cents per pound and sup¬ 
ply the fat taken from the milk by oil- 
meal or oilcake at a few cents per 
pound. 

From the other side, the separalor is 
certainly a splendid investment os a 
labor saver. It Is also valuable ns a 
means of getting all the butter fat from 
the milk. Get a good standard ma¬ 
chine, but don’t get a very small size 
unless you have only a very few cows. 
For ten to twelve cows we would cer¬ 
tainly recommend a 450 to G50-pound 
per hour separator. 

Wash the machine every time it Is 
u«*ed. Don’t believe the ngenl who tells 
you that you can wash his machine by 
simply dipping ihe parts in warm 
water. Anyone who has handled ves¬ 
sels, in which milk has been kept, knows 
that lhat is not so. Use a brush, not 
a dish rag. to wash each piece of the 
separator, then pour boiling hot writer 
over the parts nnd allow lo dry. 

Use plenty, of oil on the bearings and 
thus greatly Increase tho life of the 
machine. Fasten the separator securely 
to the floor, take three minutes to speed 
it up, heat up the bowl with n little 
lukewarm water bpfore separating, then 
flush out with n little cleon water after 
the milk has run through, to get all the 
cream.

BRITISH WARSHIPS SICK 

EKJHT per cent, on the ineffec¬ 
tive LIST. 

Ptolie Economy of the Government It 
Responsible (or Many 
Mishaps. 

The docking of the battleship Hindu¬ 
stan at Portsmouth, Eng., recently ow¬ 
ing to defect* in her steering gear, adds 
another to tiie list of British warships 
whicu have been put out of action tem¬ 
porarily by mishaps. According to the 
last published return, 8 per cent, of the 
effective warship strength of the Brit¬ 
ish navy was in this plight when the 
statistics were collected. This propor¬ 
tion does not include the battleships 
and cruisers in dockyard hands under¬ 
going repairs and refits that have been 
necessitated by wear and tear. 

When the attempts were being made 
t'' refiuut the Montagu, the buttleship 
Duncan touched a pinnacle rock of the 
Outer .Shutter reef. Her double bottom 
was pierced, und one of her ufter-com- 
pertinents hooded. She is now in dock¬ 
yard hands at Portsmouth, und will not 
be seuworthy for several weeks. 

BUMPED ON ROCK. 

The armored cruiser Hood Hope is 
also on the “sick list.” Several ularm- 
isi stories regarding the nuture of her 
accident have been circulated. The fol¬ 
lowing are the facts of the case:— 

On the evening of June 20th, when 
the naval manoeuvres were in progress, 
the Good Hope left Plymouth for u given 
rendezvous. She hud orders to escape 
by way of the eastern Chunnel, in order 
tr avoid hostile torjKjdo cruft, though 
wurships and liners invurlably use the 
western entrance to the Sound, as the 
water there is much deeper. 

There was a good deal of fog when 
the Good Hojx> went out. She proceed¬ 
ed cautiously, but bumped suddenly on 
a rock, which is supposed to have been 
the Outer Shags tone. 

Her outer plating was holed, but not 
her inner skin, und the pumps easily 
kept the double bottom free of wuler. 
The vessel proceeded, and carried out 
her assigned work during the manoeu¬ 
vres, but when she came to be docked 
it was found that her plating had been 
fractured and strained for a consider¬ 
able length, and it will be some lime 
before she is again ready for sea. 

FALSE ECONOMY. 

The grounding of the battleship Do¬ 
minion on the North Atlantic station 
l* the latent episode in the chapter - f 
accidents. She has holed herself und 
is making water, which means that she 
will have to go into dockyard for a 
considerable time. 

The new battle-hip Hibernia, which 
will be commissioned shortly, and was 
placed in the Kevham Extension Basin 
at Devenporl a few days ago to prepare 
for her trials, has been discovered to 
have n defective armor plate in her 
broadside belling. To unbuild this and 
fit a new plate will delay the comple¬ 
tion of the ship by another two months. 

The frequency of accidents of this na¬ 
ture is having a disquieting effect on 
rnen who have the interest of the sea 
service at heart. It is pointed out, in 
connection with the Hindustan accident 
that when she went for repairs into the 
King Edward Dock nl Gibraltar, Span¬ 
ish labor was largely employed. 

Many experts hold to the opinion that 
the false economy in this directjon is re¬ 
sponsible for the Hindustan having to 
undergo repuirs again.

It would 
take a flfeeen-knot steamer ten days to 
cover its coast linen Brazil possesses 
the greatest river system in the world, 
the principal factor of which is the 
Amazon river, mofty of whoso tribu¬ 
taries can be navigated for 1,000 miles 
and whose stream is penetrated for 2,- 
000 miles and more by ocean steamers 
plying between New York, Munaos and 
Iquitos. In the south, starling from 
Montevideo, the capital of ttie Republic 
of Uruguay, Brazilian steumers reach 
tlie inland state of Matto Grosso and 
require over u month for the return trip. 
These two systems, that of the Amazon 
and that of Ln Plnta, form a great bow 
whose centre is in Western Brazil.

NINETY-EIGHT years old, but 

GOES ON PREACHING. 

I 

Enjoys a Walk, His Memory is Good, 

His Voice Clear and HU Sight 
Serviceable. 

If not actually the oldest surviving 
minister of the Gospel in England, die 
Reverend Thomas Lord is certainly the 
oldest preacher who still preaches. He 
will be 99 next April and yet on a 
recent Sunday, he delivered Iwo ser¬ 
mons at a church where he held a pas¬ 
torate over 70 years ago. Trim and 
scrupulously fresh and neat in person 
—though old-fashioned enough to wear 
still something in the nature of a stock, 
Mr. Lord is instinct with old-world 
courtesy. He Is almost as alert in body 
as in mind, and he enjoys a brisk walk 
us nluch as he does a substantial din¬ 
ner. His memory Is unimpaired, his 
hearing exoellent, his voice rich and 
pleasing and his sight, though not what 
it used to be, is still serviceable. 

He was born at Olney, where his 
father had a little .shoemaking business. 
When he was still a small shaver, his 
father moved to Northampton where 
young Tom was brought up as a shoe¬ 
maker and he diligently practiced his 
craft until his success as a lay preach¬ 
er brought with It an Inevitable call to 
the ministry. He has been thrice mar¬ 
ried. HLs first wife died after two years, 
but with his second wife, he lived for 
53 years; and he is one of the few peo¬ 
ple who have enjoyed a golden wedding 
with a second wife. His third wife re¬ 
mained with him seven years. 

EXTREME OLD ACJp. 

has come to Mr. Lord with none of its 
usual attendant terrors, save the loss 
of loved ones. But he has no secrets 
to impart by which others might hope 
tc attain longevity with equal freedom 
from mental and physical infirmities. 
He knows of nothing in particular to 
which he attributed his immunity from 
most of the heavy burdens of advanced 
years. Ho has never been a faddist m 
the matter of foods. He has never 
smoked tobacco. He used to enjoy a 
glass of aio, and had no scruples about 
drinking, until he came to the conclu¬ 
sion that for the sake of the weaker 
brethren he ought to become a total ab¬ 
stainer. He had always worked hard, 
but never too hard, and has enjoyed his 
work. Ho has gone in for moderation 
in ull things. Rut so in an equal mea¬ 
sure have thousands of people on whom, 
nevertheless, the infirmities of old age 
have lain heavily. Inheritance will 
hardly account for Mr. Lord’s remark¬ 
able exemption from the common lot 
of humanity. In the earlier days of his 
ministry, he was far from being a strong 
man, and found preaching such a severe 
strain that he had frequently to fie 
down between sermons.

Chief Magistrate Indfctod With Having 


Force. 

The career of Eugene Schmitz as 
mayor of San Francisco is one of the 
most unfortunate and saddening it is 
possible to contemplate. A man of 
splendid appearance, a native son of 
the Golden £tate, a musician of no 
mean skill, he was elected to the may¬ 
oralty over four years ago under cir¬ 
cumstances that made him a national 
figure. 

There had been a great strike in San 
Francisco. The city was divided Into 
two classes, the members of the Em¬ 
ployers’ Association on the one side, 
and the labor unions on the other. Dur¬ 
ing the strike it was charged that the 
then mayor of San Francisco had per¬ 
mitted the police force to be used in an 
improper way, and had sworn in as 
special policemen a number of convicts, 
tliUgs and murderers. 

PLEDGED TO HONESTY. 

Then the Union Labor Party, an or¬ 
ganization composed of delegates from 
various labor unions, nominated Eu¬ 
gene E. Schmitz for mayor, and after 
the fullest discussion he was elected by 
u vote nearly as great as that of his 
two opponents. He pledged himself to 
an honest administration of the law 
and to an equal consideration of all 
classes and conditions of people. He 
pledged himself to the purchase and 
operation of municipal railways, and 
he pledged himself to fight vigorously 
against the encrouchments of corpora¬ 
tions on public streets. 

BEGAN WELL. 

During the first term he made an ex¬ 
cellent record. As a representative, 
honest man from the ranks of the plain 
people, he made the hearts of the plain 
people glad by doing things he should 
do and leaving undone the things that 
ought not to be done. He strengthened 
the school department by the appoint¬ 
ment of some really capable directors, 
ho got rid of a dishonest chief of police, 
and put in his place a fairly efficient 
man, he appointed a Board of Works 
that prevented corporate encrouchments 
on the public streets, and at the end of 
his term he appealed to the people for 
re-election. 

His old enemies of the Employers’ 
Association had watched his administra¬ 
tion, had seen that he was doing right 
and they rallied to his standard. He 
was triumphantly re-elected by a large 
majority and more than ever was a re¬ 
markable and growing figure in the pub¬ 
lic eye. 

CORPORATION CORRUPTIONS. 

But unfortunately Mayor Schmitz, 
when he became important to the cor¬ 
porations, was tempted by them. An 
honest, clean man in every relation of 
life until he had achieved political suc¬ 
cess, he seemed to waver when the cor¬ 
poration corruptors approached him. 

EXTORTING MONEY.

That is why 
they hanged Ihree peasants at Wlnduu 
Ih*. other day on the mere suspicion of 
1 having mutilated one. 

| Whole villages in the Vladimir prov- 
! ince are engaged in manufacturing 
these ikons, for which there Is an enorm¬ 
ous demand', as every Russian house¬ 
hold possesses at least one; and most, 
several. 

The cheapest ikons are sold at a shil¬ 
ling the hundred; but the price ranges 
upward to many* hundreds, or even 
thousands, of pounds apiece. These lat¬ 
ter expensive ones are of gold, elabor¬ 
ately chased and studded with precious 
stones. 

Some r.f the more famous Ikons, pro- 
served in the great cathedrals of St. 
Petersburg. Moscow, etc., are practical- 
t> .priceless, the jewels alone wllh which 
they are bedecked being not infrequently 
worth from 4:30.000 to .CftO.OoO. Others 
are deemed so sacred, that they are only 
exposed to the vulgar gaze once in three, 
four or live yoors.

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ROSE TO BE KING. 

The Romantic History ol a Telegraph 
Operator. 

There Is at present in Paris, France, 
a monarch who ut one period of his 
career was a telegruphist. The story of 
his advancement reuds like romance. 
Mademba is the name of this sovereign. 
He Is of dusky hue, and huils from the 
vicinity of the Niger. He owes his royal 
rank of King of Sousouding to General 
Archinard. When he arrived ut man's 
estate he entered the postul service. 

With his rifle in hund he constructed 
the telegraph lines during u period of 
revolt in 1880-1881. In 1887, when Gen¬ 
eral Gullienl was appointed governor of 
the forces of the French Soudan, Ma¬ 
demba w'os rnude a diplomatic agent, 
and cormnunded the nuxillury cavalry 
troops in the expedition organized 
against a rebel chief. In 1890-91 the 
French Soudan wus still in revolt, tho 
rebels pillaging und burning every¬ 
where. The district of Sousouding was 
particularly devastated. 

When the rebellion came to an end 
General Archinard remembered the ex¬ 
ertions of the telegraphist. He con¬ 
sidered that his conception of morality 
and authority ought to be applied to the 
natives. And so it came about that 
Mademba wus mode King of .Sousou¬ 
ding, the name of the town that hud 
been burnt by the rebels. He was given 
as subjects 500 prisoners of war. ban¬ 
dits ail, who were not worth the cord 
necessary for hanging them. 

Once invested with royalty, Mademba 
set to work to make these bluck ruf¬ 
fians industrious cultivators. Soon 
prosperity returned to the district. Tlie 
rebels and thieves speedily become 
thrifty workers in cultivating cotton and 
fathers of families. For the rest, Ma¬ 
demba is a loyal friend to Fronoe. In 
1890, on the proposition.of General Tren- 
tniion, he wus rnude a chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor and thanked for the 
services lie had rendered to tlie country 
of his adoption,

HORRIBLE SUFFERINGS. 

Thirty-two Thousand Political Exiles 
Sent to Siberia. 

Siberian journals are full of the horri¬ 
ble suffering which the political exiles 
undergo in Tobolsk. Irkutsk, und other 
sections of that desolute land. During 
the lust eleven months, os many ns 35,- 
000 persons have been sent thither. 
About 2.000 hnVe escaped, but the rest 
remain to endure a living death. They 
are sent to the inurshes where nothing 
grows but a rank gruss, und where no 
trade or craft can enable them to earn 
enough to prolong their miserable exis¬ 
tence. 

The Russian Government allows them 
exactly 2% cents pen day. The money 
sent by their friends rarely reaches 
them, being intercepted by the C/ur's 
olllciuls. In summer they keep body 
und soul together with fish caught in 
the rivers and course rye bread. In 
winter fish Is worth its weight in gold 
nntl bread unheurd of. Then they cut 
tho gruss from the frozen marshes. 
Little wonder that scurvy, cholera und 
typhus rag© umong them. Ttiis is not 
the worst, for they ore obliged to live in 
the mud huts of the native Osliuks, in¬ 
fected with that Slberion scourge, 
leprosy. It is not surprising that these 
exiles, most of them delicately reared 
men und women, envy their more for- 
timalo comrades who have perished on 
the stockades of Russian fortresses for 
their political opinions und liuve thus 
escaped this certain, but slow', death 
known us perpetiml exile. They have 
no hope for anything better and cannot 
oven find u solace for their sufferings in 
work—for there is none to be done in 
this frozen wilderness. 

In spile of the heavy denlh-rnte, their 
numbers are steadily increasing, for 
every work brings out fresh victims. In 
fact, ihe numbers of polilicul exiles have 
increased to such an extent that the 
Russian Government has decided to run 
special exile truins daily from St. Peters¬ 
burg to Siberia. These trains carry only 
political prisoners, who ure herded lo- 
gother like cuttle in unwarmed wagons! 
They run ut the speed of the so-culleu 
postal or courier trains. 

And yet, in spite of these terrible suf¬ 
ferings’ men and women In Russia ure 
bent upon lighting for freedom. Within 
the lust few weeks $5,000 lbs. of dynu- 
mlte, 400,000 bullets and 4.000 lilies have 
been found by the police, secreted In 
private houses in Moscow, St. Peters¬ 
burg and other largo towns. Never be¬ 
fore have Hussiun prisons unu Siberian 
murshes been so crowded wilh political 
prisoners as at the present time. 


ANIMAL SURGERY. 

Animul surgery 1ms now reached such 
n high degree of development that al¬ 
most ©very operation to which human 
patients submit is made use of to pro¬ 
long the lives of pet animals. The 
animal surgeon can rojuvenute the aged 
dog by fitting It with a perfect set o' 
false teeth, and ho can substitute a glass 
eye for the optic lost by a cat. Quite 
u number of dogs and cats which arc 
minus a leg have been fitted with arti¬ 
ficial substitutes, usually of leather: 
whereas in former da/s they would, af¬ 
ter losing a limb, hove been either kill¬ 
ed or left to lirfcp about on three legs. 
In one recent case a cat. having swal¬ 
lowed a small hatpin, was placed under 
the X-rays, and the pin, having been 
located, was drawn out by a skilful op¬ 
eration. 


A NEW CULT THAT MAY LEAD TO 

THE MILLENIUM. 

It Alms to Realize a Life Hitherto 
Dreamed of by World’s 
Thinkers. 

Manchester, England, has produced a 
new school of thought which lias been 
christened Sciensocrucy. 

Its followers believe that in days to 
come ihe rule of many will bo super¬ 
seded by the rule of science. 

Their first general principle is free¬ 
dom of individuality. Under its sway 
men would regard bread and lubor rs 
the fundamental religious law of life. 

Sciensocrats say that ev^ry man 
should participate in the production rf 
those things of which he enjoys the 
fruits. 

Government, they further soy, exists 
only that one class may keep another 
in subjection, -and they udvocute the 
adoption of u utellnile, consistent, and 
scientific policy. \ 

“SCIENSkDVISUM." 

The Conservative/party exists, accord¬ 
ing to the followers of the new cult, 
to administer country in the Inter¬ 
ests of the rulers. The LlberuLs exist 
as a means of checking the Conserva¬ 
tives; while the Labor and Socialist par- 
lies seek to break down the uuthority 
of the others and substitute for pluto¬ 
cracy a democracy which might be more 
evil in Its effects. 

The Sciensocrats seek to achieve their 
objects by establishing, as u first step, 
what they call a “Sciensadvlsum,” a 
national assembly of scientists convened 
for advisory work, and open to every 
man or woman with an idea which 
could bo called lo the affairs of life. 

Instead of inuktng laws as govern- 
m^nis new do, through Parliament, the 
sdenYadvisum would make luws through 
i^ncfministrators, it being a belief wilh 
thiPT&llowcr.s of this school of thought 
that social science could be accelerated 
just as mechanical science has been. 

IDEAL HUMANS. 

They want to Increase the rate of hu- 
rnun evolution, to bring order out of 
chaos, to feed Ihe hungry, clothe tlie 
m.ked. and ultimately abolish prevent- 
ible disease and death. 

They desire to build up a race of ideal 
men und women, who shall have oppor¬ 
tunities of realizing "a life such as 
hitherto the world's greatest thinkers 
huve only drenmed about.” 

The application of science to life will, 
they consider, restore Ihe people to 
health, weullh and prosperity.

Lord Lytton gave what he called “A 
young man’s lecture to his parents.” 

, “The time hus come for parents to 
realize they liuve made some grave mis¬ 
takes," he said. “In the first place, it is 
a mistake for u rich futher to bring up 
his son in ignorunce of the responsi¬ 
bilities of an inheritance. Some futliers 
go on as If they expected to live forever. 
Every boy shouia be luught

not alone for his own sake, but because 
he may some time have charge of other 
people's money. 

“But u question more vital stifi is that 
of sex. There is u tendency umong per- 
ents nowadays to ussumc an unwise 
timidity in speaking of such matters. If 
instead of being timid and obscure in 
their advice purents would be quite 
frank It would prevent much evil from 
which the world now suffers. To many 
girls the real meaning of marriuge is a 
sealed book, and Uns is lurgely tho fault 
of their mothers. From whom cun they 
better look for advice than from their 
mothers? Yet the iuttcr often remain 
silent bccuuse of a want of coUruge to 
speuk pluinly. 

“Society is full of misery due to the 
blunders of purents in failing to speak 
out. How much of the evil in our great 
cities come* from this it would be dis- 
niul lo contemplate. As a young man, 
I say to fathers, ‘Speak to your kons, and 
remember that the best education a 
futher con give is in the example of your 
own life.’”

at eighteen for girls and twenty fur 
boys. “Wilh this encouruged by par¬ 
ents, all Ihe evils we have been talking 
of would disappear,” he suid. “The 
great trouble is that men und women 
many too 1«to in life. Let us Urge them 
to marry earlier.” 

Lady Campbell suggested that there 
was u growing disinclination to inurry 
among girls. “It is due to u selfish love 
of luxury and a dislike to begin married 
life lu u humble wuy,” she said. “Girls 
want to begin where Uieir parents left 
off, and not at the begtmving. If it 
were not for thLs selfish consideration 
of luxury, we should perhaps have 
curlier inurriugea."

O.VTHE-KNEE ORDER. 


What Caused the Open Insubordination 
at the Portsmouth Navy 
Yard. 

No longer will Lieutenant Collard, 
R.N., or any other ollicer of the British 
navy, be able to order seamen or stokers 
t) kneel before him. The 200-year-old 
order of on the knee is to be abolished. 
Tills is the result of the recent mutiny ol 
stokers ut the naval barracks at Ports¬ 
mouth. 

The detuiLs of the mutiny, of course, 
are familiar to our reuders, but the se¬ 
cret fftsiuj-y of tire outbreak shows that 
the stokeiY mutinied in order to attract 
public attention to ttie brutal German 
methods of treating Ihe men in vogue 
among several of the officers and note 
tly Lieutenant Cullurd. 

At ttie new your the officers at the 
barracks were charged. Commodore 
W. G. .Stopford, son of the admiral, wus 
pluced in command. With him were u 
commander and 

LIEUTENANT COLLARD. 

The latter, a gunnery ollicer. came Into 
closer touch on tiis duties with the men 
thun the other officers. & 

Lieutenant Collard Is very unpopular 
with Ihe men. Four years ugu lie wus 
court-martiailed for brutality to a 
stoker and lost six rnontlis seniority os 
punishment. 

Six months ago, he aguln got into 
trouble. One of the stokers on parade 
was slightly deuf. In consequence he 
did 'not obey a trivial order quickly 
enough. Lieutenant Collard ordered the 
man us a punishment to kneel before 
him on both knees. The llculenunl 
shouted, “Down on your knees, you 
dirty dog,” and compelled the mun lo 
kneel. Next duy ihe stoker, not being 
a sworn man as are seamen, employed 
Lawyer King of Portsmouth to bring u 
civil action against lieutenant Collard 
for damages charging “assault, insult 
and degradation.” Tlie stoker won und 
secured damages of $1,000 and costs. 
Soon afterward the man was disim.-sed 
from the sendee, ostensibly on account 
ol his deafness. This man wus in 
Portsmouth at tho time of the rioting. 

A RIGOROUS COURT OF INQUIRY 

hus been held on the insubordination at 
Portsmouth. It was secret. Muny of the 
stokers complained of brutality of oilier 
officers, but not to such un extent us 
they complained of Lieutenant Collard. 
The newspapers generally liuve been 
bitter in their ullucks on this officer. As 
a result, perhaps of a hint from the 
naval authorities, Lieutenant Collard 
will send in his papers, but action may 
be withheld until tho mutinous clouds 
hovo blown away, when his resignation 
may be accepted or ho may be* sent to 
sou duty off the Gold Coast, or m tho 
Red Sea, the two most unpleasant and 
profitless appointments in the navy. 

Yet he lias been instrumental in hav¬ 
ing a two-c»'nturies-old obnoxious ordc*r 
abolished ond brutal German methods 
of trealing men by officers, forever 
tabooed.

These spaces are known to astrono¬ 
mers by the name of “coal sacks.” 
They contain no stars fainter than the 
twelfth magnitude and, in fact, appear 
to mark those parts of the universe 
which ore comparatively thin. On the 
other hand, in other parts of the heav¬ 
ens we have not by any means reached 
the limit of telescopic resolvubility. It 
Is cnrlous, though, that these intensely 
dark “holes” In the bright empyrean 
are mostly to be found In those parts 
of the heavens where most stars 
abound, notably In the Milky Way. 

These remarkable blank spots have 
been a favorite theme of discussion 
and argument among all astronomers, 
for, whatever the real shape or dis¬ 
tribution of that universe may be, they 
point to the almost certain inference 
that In a particular direction at least 
there Is on actual limit to the number 
of stars, and If there Is a limit In one 
direction we have every right to sup¬ 
pose that such Is the case In others, 
and that we have only to wait for 
telescopes strong enough to resolve 
those parts which ore still unresolva- 
ble to discover that a point caa‘ ¥ fie 
reached when all the stars of tho uni¬ 
verse are unfolded to our gaze. 

If, now, we admit that the number 
of visible stars Is limited, the next 
question to be asked Is, What is the 
order or shape of their distribution?

THE IMPROVEMENT OF .SEED. 

To the Editor of Tho Express.— 

DdarSir—By instruction of the Hon. 
Minister of Agriculture a distribution 
will bo made this season of samples of 
grain to Cauadiau farmors for the im¬ 
provement of seed. The sto;k for dis¬ 
tribution is of tho very best and has 
been eocured mainly from the excel.ent 
crops recently had at tho branch Ex¬ 
perimental Farms at Indian Head, 
Bask., and at Brandon, M*u. Tim dis¬ 
tribution will consist of samples ol 
oats, spring wheat, bai ley, Indian corn 
(for ensilage only) and potatoes. The 
quautity of oats to be sent will bo 4 
lbs., and of wheat or barley 0 lbs., 
sutlicient in each ea^e to sow one- 
twentieth of an acre. The samples of 
Indian Corn aud potatoes will weigh 
3 lbs. each. A quautity of each of the 
following varieties has been secured 
lor this distribution : — 

Oats.— Banner, Wide-Awake, White 
Giant, Danish Islaud, Thousand Dollar, 
Improved Ligowo (white varieties and 
GoldGnder (yellow).

PROBLEMS OF SPACE 

ENIGMAS THAT SCIENCE 13 STRIVING 
TO SOLVE. 

The QueNtlon of nu Infinity of 

World* mid Tlielr DIMrlbution In 

nn Infinity of Ipncr-^DIatance of the 

NenrcMt lCxternul L'nlveme. 

There can be no subject more cal¬ 
culated to Impress a man's mind with 
his own Insignificance compared with 
the overwhelming power and glory of 
his Creator than the study and con¬ 
templation of the firmament In all Its 
boundless Infinity. It Is not to be 
wondered at that from the earliest 
ages the subject has never failed to 
exorcise a fascination over men and 
that those who by their genius and 
learning have most nearly succeeded 
In solving Its mysteries hnve always 
been reverenced and esteemed to be 
among the wisest men of their day. 
More has been done within the last* 
fifty years than In all the rest of the 
world’s hfstory toward the piercing of 
tho veil which shuts off from our eyes 
the beauties and mysteries of faroff 
realms, and doubtless by means of tho 
spectroscope and Increased size In tho 
lenses of our telescopes we shall be 
enabled before long to unravel still 
more secrets of the universe. 

The question ns to whether space is 
finite or infinite can never be satisfac¬ 
torily argued out or Indeed even 
thought of, for the human mind is In¬ 
capable of grasping tho existence of a 
limit to space, even in its most ab¬ 
stract form, but the question of the In¬ 
finity of worlds and their distribution 
In the Infinity of space lies more close¬ 
ly within the scope of human Intellect, 
for we have many material facts and 
calculations to go upon in discovering 
the probable answer to this most fas¬ 
cinating question. 

Only as far back as the seventeenth 
century astronomers placed the num¬ 
ber of Ttars in the universe as a little 
over 1 .LUO. but this was absurd, ns the 
tyail number visible to the naked eye Is 
about 7,0oo. aud perhaps treble that 
number can be seen by persona with 
exceptionally good eyesight. When the 
heavens, however, arc examined 
through a telescope the number of visi¬ 
ble stars Is enormously increased. In 
fact, it has been calculated that the 
most powerful reveals ns many as 
300,000,000! Yet what is that vast 
number compared with Infinity? It 
cannot even he likened to a grain of 
sand on the seashore, jjnri yet if we 
think the matter out carefully we shall 
see that the number of visible stars 
cannot really be infinite, for if they 
were tho heavens would be a complete 
Maze of light. This, of course, we 
know Is far from being the case, and 
Indeed there cannot lx; any doubt that 
In certain parts of the heavens at le?.st 
the number of visible stars is already 
known, for even with the very stron¬ 
gest telescopes, there are blank spaces 
which are absolutely devoid of stars 
below a certain magnitude or even the 
veriest trace of nebulous light.

Struve considered that 
the universe was in the shape of a disk 
of limited thickness, but Infinite length, 
a theory which Is hard to support, as, 
unless, the ultimate extinction of light 
In space is believed In, that part of 
the heavens which lay toward the 
plane of the disk would necessarily 
shine with the brightuess of the sun. 
Proctor, thoughtfinding it impossible to 
define any particular shape for the vis¬ 
ible universe, as a whole, was of the 
opinion that the brightest part of It— 
namely, the Milky Way—was in the 
form of a spiral. This latter theory, 
however, has many objections to con¬ 
tend with. Other astronomers have 
had different; theories on this question, 
but all. or yearly all. appear to admit 
an ultimate /limit to the size of the visi¬ 
ble universcx or, In other words, believe 
that the gaflaxy of worlds which sur¬ 
round us form. In fact, but an Islet In 
the vast Infinity of space. 

It would appear at first sight that 
any attempt to soIVe the question of 
the existence of external galaxies and 
their distance was absolutely futile, yet 
such is not the case. .The result of cal¬ 
culation Is that the'nearest externul 
universe is so far distant that light 
from It traveling at,’the speed of 186,- 
000 miles a second would take nearly 
90,000.000 years to * reach us!-Gh*m- 
bers’ Journal.

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THE " HOLY H OUSE.” 

L«gmd of the Home of Mar? and the 
•arfloar. 

Let me give the main outlines of the 
legend. At Nazareth was preserved 
with pious care the house of Our 
Lady. The dwelling place in whldtj 
she received the gracious message of 
the incarnation, the lowly home which 
sheltered the hdly family for so many 
years, was a very precious sanctuary. 
On May 10, 1201, a month after the 
taking of Tripoli and Ptolemals, this 
holy house was carried by the hands 
of angels from Nazareth to a place in 
; Dalmatia between Flume and Tersatz 
on the Adriatic shore, 
j It was a one roomed edifice, built of 
red square stones, fastened with ce¬ 
ment, and bore proof of age and ori¬ 
ental design. It stood without any 
foundations and had a wooden deco¬ 
rated ceiling. The walls were covered 
with frescoes; there were a door and 
a narrow window; inside were an 
1 altar of stone, an ancient crucifix, a 
small cupboard, containing a few ves¬ 
sels of common use; a chimney and 
hearth, above which was a cedar 
| statue of Our I.ady with tho Holy 
I Child in her arms. The pastor of the 
place learned In a vision tlmt the build¬ 
ing was tho house of Our Lady, tho 
stone altar that at which St. Fetor 
celebrated mass and the statue tho 
work of St. Luko the Evangelist. In 
proof of the vision he was cured of a 
serious illness. A deputation of four 
responsible persons forthwith were 
sent to Nazareth to investigate the 
mystery, and they found that the 
bouse was no longer to be found. 

Measurement and other means taken 
proved that the house that had sud¬ 
denly appeared in Dalmatia was In¬ 
deed none other than that which had 
ns suddenly left Palestine. Three years 
after, on Dec. 10, 1204, the holy 

house again disappeard and under 
tbe pontificate of Cclcstlne V. came to 
Recanatl, a little town In the march 
o l Ancona, when it fixed itself in a 
laurel grove belonging to a pious lady 
called Loreto. It was discovered by 
some shepherds and soon became rec¬ 
ognized and was henceforth a much 
frequented place of pilgrimage. Eight 
months afterward the house removed 
to a small hill, three miles from Re¬ 
canatl, to land belonging to two broth¬ 
ers, who, however, fell out shortly aft¬ 
erward over the division of wealth 
which began to flow to the new shrine. 

To save strife between the brothers 
the house was suddenly lifted once 
more and tills time settled down final¬ 
ly in tho midst of the public way, 
which had to be diverted in couse- 
queuce. Here, too, in the course of 
time a chapel was built, which gave 
way in time to tho present basilica. 
Tho famous pilgrimage of Loreto goes 
^n today. Topes, kiugs and princes 
have visited this shrine and left great 
gifts. Later on a festival with litur¬ 
gical rites was instituted, and in time 
the feast of the translation of the holy 
house was extended to many countries. 
—Fortnightly Review.

There are seven great religions in the 
world. Tin* Christian religion has the 
greatest number of adherents, 503,000,- 
000. Of this number 350,000,000 are 
Catholics and 1*1.*5. ooo, (MX) Protestants. 
Those two great divisions are subdivid¬ 
ed Into Innumerable sects differing 
from one another on some point of 
dogma or churc h government. Next in 
Importance comes the worship of an¬ 
cestors and Confucianism, whose fol¬ 
lowers are 283,000,000 In number. This 
belief is confined almost exclusively to 
the Chinese and .Japanese. In India 
there are 223,00o,0oo Brahmans. This 
form of religion lias decreased some¬ 
what during recent years, owing per¬ 
haps to the continual ravages of plague 
and famine in that country. But it still 
holds tin* third place among the seven 
great religions, Brahmanism is bard 
pressed, however, by the faith of Is¬ 
lam. There arc 2 * 2 * 2 ,oon.OOO of these fol¬ 
lowers of the doctrines of Mohammed. 
The IlfIh mi the list are the Polytheists, 
the believers in many gods, who num¬ 
ber 130,000,000. The devotees of Bud¬ 
dha come next, 107,000.000 strong. 
These, too, have their stronghold in 


i India. The smallest of the seven great 
I religions or the world is Taoism, with 
I *1-1.000,000 adherents in the CTJneso em¬ 
pire and in Tibet. 

The next greatest religion, In point 
j of numbers, to Taoism is the belief of 
Japan. Shintoism. This has but 18,- 

I 000,000 believers. The Jewish faith 
now counts hut half that number of 
adherents. But, unlike the other great 
religions, the followers of the teachings 
of Moses are not centered in any par¬ 
ticular country, but are scattered all 
about the world. Compared with the 
foregoing, the religions of the Parsecs, 
while one of the most beautiful the¬ 
oretically. has about the smallest fol¬ 
lowing of any distinct belief iu the 
world, 130,000. This sect has Its homo 
In India and Is best known to the out¬ 
side world by Its curious burial cus¬ 
toms, the famed “towers of silence.”

U. S. Revenue Cutter Visits It, and Gave 
It the Name Perry Island-

The Technical World gives the follow¬ 
ing description of an island said to have 
been cast up by an earthquake near 
Alaska: Early in May some fishermen 
brought the news to Dawson City that a 
small island had suddenly arisen from 
the ocean. 

This new island was “born” on or 
about the I 8 U 1 of lust April—that fateful 
dato so memorable in the history of San 
Francisco. At first the stranger island 
was only a few hundred feet ubove the 
icean’s level, but it kept gradually ris 
ng, until it is now estimated to be near 
y 700 feet high. 

As it is comparatively a small Island 
ho sides are very steep—in places al- 
nost vertical. It was terrifically hot— 
.oine of it in a semi-molten state—and 
lutunally the heat made a fast coinmo- 
ion in the sea. For a long distance in 
II directions the waters were heated to 
1 boiling temperature.

On the old tariff these rates were sub¬ 
ject to a discount of one-third if the 
articles came from Britain. The new 
scheme abolishes this arrangement and 
provides instead a special rate for each 
article. Between the British preference 
and the general tariff there Is a half¬ 
way schedule called the Intermediate 
tariff. This tariff is for foreign coun¬ 
tries that will reduce their tariff in fav¬ 
or of Canada. It does not come into 
operation until agreements have been 
readied on both sides. The general re¬ 
sult of the tariff as altered is difficult 
to estimate, but it Is concluded that it 
will increase Ihe revenues. 

Provision is made in the new tariff to 
prevent dumping and also providing 
for a surtax on the goods of these na¬ 
tions treating Canada’s products on less 
favorable terms than those of other 
countries. This means the retention of 
the surtax on German goods. It is al¬ 
so provided that a case of conspiracy 
or combine to raise prices to the unfair 
treatment of the consumer, the tariff 
barriers may be lowered to on extent 
which will ensure reasonable competi¬ 
tion.

CLIMATE AND CONSUMPTION. 

Only a few years ago ene suffering 
from consumption was thought to 
incurably ill, and doomed to a death 
which, although perhaps slow, was in¬ 
evitable. Modern scientific knowledge 
has changed all that. It is now known 
that tuberculosis taken in time is quite 
amenable to treatment, and indeed often 
gets well of Itself without any speciau 
effort on the part of patient or physician. 

The modem treatment is mainly •'*11* 
matic, that is to say, a removal, If pos¬ 
sible, to some part of the world where 
the climatic conditions are such that 
the patient can pass most of his timo 
in the open air. But if this were all 
that is needed the question would be a 
much more simple one than It really 
is. It is indeed the main, but not the 
only thing. 

It is desirable also that the place of 
residence of the consumptive shall be 
dry, sunny, and free from high winds 
and dust. Whether it shall be in the 
mountains or near sea-level, in the so- 
called temperate zone or in the tropics, 
is a matter to be determined by circum¬ 
stances. Some persons prefer worm 
air to cold; others suffer from heat and 
feel well in cold weather. Naturally Ihe 
patient’s inclinations are to be consulted 
in such a case, for it would be cruel and 
disastrous to send a lover of the tropics 
to winter in Minnesota, and equally 
cruel to compel a snowbird to live in 
ihe West Indies. 

A climate ttuit will be beneficial In 
one stage of the disease may be harm¬ 
ful in another. Elevated regions, for 
example, ore suitable as a rule only 'or 
cases of consumption in the early stages 
nnd may aggravate the condition at a 
luter stage, when the patient has had 
one or more hemorrhages. At a very 
advanced stage no climate, however 
ideal, will compensate for the fatigue 
ond dangers of a long journey, and 
home is the only place. 

Bui after all that can be said for the 
climatic treatment of consumption, the 
main thing is the open air, and that one 
cun get without the trouble und expense 
of travel by simply keeping windows 
open day arul night. It is harder to fol¬ 
low out the open-air treatment in a large 
city Ihon it is in Colorado or southern 
California or Jamaica, but it can be 
done, and no one need forego its bene¬ 
fits while there are windows in walls, 
or while there is space in whlote to 
pitch a tent.—Youth's Companion.

If there is an open 
fire and coal has lo be put on, wrap the 
coals In pieces of paper or In paper 
bags, and lay Ihom on the fire instead 
of shovelling in the usual way. This 
will save a great deal of ear-racking 
noise. 

Quiet, cheerfulness, and cleanliness 
are the three essentials that (no home 
nurse should lake as her watchwords. 


LAWS FOR MOTORISTS. 

French Government to Pass a Drastic 
Measure. 

A despalch from Paris says: Senator 
de Freyclnet, whose duughtor was 
hopelessly crippled in a motor accident 
last May, has drafted an extremely 
stringent nnti-molor bill, which he will 
introduce in the Senute on Monday. It 
Li understood that M. de Freyclnet has 
the backing of Prime Minister Clemen- 
ceou. The introduction to Ihe bill quotes 
police reports of 50 accidents dally in 
Paris und the suburbs since May. Hie 
bill forbids a motor car from passing 
another in towns of 200,000 inhabitants 
or over. A car will be only allowed to 
leave the kerb to pass a standing ve¬ 
hicle, The speed limit is fixed at seven 
miles an hour In towns and twelve miles 
nn hour in the country. In case of ac¬ 
cidents the chauffeur will be fined 1,000 
francs for Ihe first offence, sentenced 
lo a year’s imprisonment for the second 
ond three years for Ihe ttiird, with loss 
of right to run a cor. A special corps 
of motor police is provided for. The 
bill will possibly be attenuated in Par¬ 
liament. lull severe measures will pro¬ 
bably puss, us the country deputies and 
Senators strongly favor it owing to their 
constituents’ complaints. 
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BIG OCEAN STEAMERS. 

Several New Vessels for the Anglo-Can¬ 
adian Route. 

A despatch from London says: The 
Liverpool Daily Post-Mercury says that | mV/'hi’s 'cap 
the Dominion Line contemplates order¬ 
ing two new large powerful steamers 
for the Canadian service. The Allen 
Line intends placing u new twin-screw 
steamer on the Liverpool-Monlreal 
route. The C.P.R. will eventually place 
two more new steamers on the trans¬ 
atlantic service similar to the Empress 
of Ireland. Another rumor afloat is that 
Ihe G.T.R. will muke a working agree¬ 
ment with the existing line.

YARD ENGINE RUNS AMUCK 


A Fatal Accident in the Yards at 
Winnipeg:. 


A despatch from Winnipeg says: A 
most remarkable accident occurred in 
the Canadian Northern Hallway yards 
on Thursday evening. It was more than 
remarkable, inasmuch as it cost two 
lives, and two more are fatally injured, 
while a score of people are more or less 
hurt. It was o collision between a 
freight engine, light, and an Incoming 
Northern Pacific passenger train. The 
fatalities did not result, however, from 
the effects of the collision of these two 
engines, but from the rebound of the 
freight engine, wtiich, wilh its reversed 
machinery, tore through the railway 
yards and ripped up u line of freight 
cars wherein a gang of civic employes 
were working. 

DEAQ. 

VVilllom McNeil, foreman civic con¬ 
struction work, and Michael Mudlow. 
laborer ore dead; and John Suttee and 
Anthony Olson, laborers, are fatally in¬ 
jured. 

Mrs. M. Buchanan, of Trenton, N.J., 
was injured by the effectes of the emer¬ 
gency brakes and Jars from the colli¬ 
sion, and her head is badly cut. She 
was conveyed to the Empire Hotel. 


There were a large number of other 
passengers on the Northern Pacific ex¬ 
press from the Twin Cities, who were 
more or less cut and injured by being 
thrown down, but their injuries were 
not really serious. 

HOW ACCIDENT HAPPENED. 

It appears that the big Mogul engine 
with its caboose was travelling west¬ 
ward to pick up its train out of the yards 
in Fort Rouge, and met No. 7, the 
Northern Pacific express, coming from 
the south on the main line. They met 
Jpst west of Spadina Avenue. The pus- 
sender engineer brought his train to a 
slancisUll, but the engineer and fireman 
of the freight jumped after reversing. 
The light engine with reversed gear re¬ 
bounded .after colliding, and, wilh con¬ 
stantly accelerated speed, lore into Win¬ 
nipeg. When the switchman noticed the 
Mogul had no crew there was a wild 
time in the yards. The wild engine 
smashed into a few flatcars, where the 
city workmen were loading the concrete 
equipment. Two men died and two 
were horribly mangled when those cars 
crumpled up from thtf Impact.

Ho gradually failed, 
and his illness developed inlo typhoid 
fever. The best medical attendance wus 
procured, ulso a trained nurse, and the 
other members of Ihe fumily labored in¬ 
cessantly to suve ills life. All efforts 
were in vuin. however, und the >oung 
man died. Inside of two weeks after the 
first deuth luur other members of the 
fumily were tuken sick with Ihe sumo 
muludy. und one by one, at short inter¬ 
vals, Ihe two sisters, Lovinu und Melin- 
du, und the father, u mun of inagnilt* 
cent physique, ulso passed uvvuy. Jacob, 
who died on Sunday, was brought to 
Victoria Hospital, us the depleted fumily, 
even with the assistance of two nurses 
who have been in attendance nearly 
eight weeks, were utterly unable to give 
him proper cure. ..

FIRE TRAGEDY IN ST. LOUIS. 

Six Dead and Thirty-live Injured In 
Hotel Blaze. 

A despatch from St. Louis soys: The 
Lighthouse Hotel, a three-storey struc¬ 
ture at the corner of Ninth and Murkct 
streets, utilized as u Salvation Army 
Barracks, was damaged by lire early on 
Wednesday, when probably 500 home¬ 
less men were lodged within it. Six 
lost their lives nnd probably thirty-five 
were injured, about half thut number 
being seriously hurt, some not being 
expected to live. Lour were burned to 
death and two died from injuries re- 
reived from jumping from the upper 
windows. Six others of those who 
jumped ore lying tinconscious at Ihc 
City Hospital, and are not expected to 
recover. Only two of I he deud men have 
been identified.

ONTARIO'S BILL OF HEALTH. 

Typhoid and Diphtheria Were Most 
Prevalent. 

A despatch from Toronto says: Accor¬ 
ding to the report of Ihe Provincial 
Board of Health, the tolul number of 
deaths from all causes in September 
wus 2,370, out of a population of 2.101,- 
200, u death rate of 13.5 a thousand. 
For Ihe same period last year 2.047 
deaths were reported, a rule of 12.3 in 
lho thousand. Typhoid fever und diph¬ 
theria were the most prevalent of con¬ 
tagious disposes during Ihe period. Of 
the former 788 cuses were reported in 
September, among which there were 
151 deaths, as compared with 350 cases 
nnd 48 deaths in tlie sumc month last 
year. There were 37C sufferers from 
diphtheria, of whom 41 died. In .Sep¬ 
tember. 1905, there were 191 cases, and 
2!’ resulted fnlully. The prevalence of 
other contagious diseases may be con¬ 
sidered fairly normul. They were as 
follows: .Smallpox, 9 cases and no 
deaths; scarlet fever, 70 coses and 7 
deaths: measles. H9 cases ond 1 death; 
whooping cough. 83 cases und 19 
deaths; consumption, 105 cases and 100 
deaths.

Gnnw Hole In Beer Durt to Get Glori¬ 
ously Drunk. 

A despatch from London says: A 
search 1o useerluin Ihe cause of a leak¬ 
age In the beer cellar of a restaurant 'n 
Birmingham revealed lhal rats had 
gnawed a beer duct with Ihe upparent 
deliberate intention of carousing. A 
number of the rodents were found wcl-i 
lowing in a shallow flood of beer in 
various singes of inelirity. Some were 
helplessly drunk, others were zigzagging 
about in n lefuddlcd manner, while 
others were alert, but unable to control 
their leg*. None were able to escape.

representing himself as Dr. I.iffey, a 
nephevf*of Cornelius Vanderbilt, whose 
yachl is due ut Dunkirk from Antwerp. 
His orders for supplies for the yacht 
were undertaken by local tradesmen, 
and commissions w'err paid to him. He 
then vunistied. He has not got away 
with large amounts anywhere, but in 
the aggregate his plunder has been 
heavy.

The 
wither during the past week has been 
torniv, and there have been very heavy 
eas It is surmised that a squall struck 
he’ boat when quite near home, and as 
he ropes were frozen, the lndiuns were 
mable to lower the suils, and the boat 
npsized. Three of the Indians clung to 
he boot, but soon perished in the wa- 
cr Their bodies, however, drifted io 
he shore. The bodies of tho ottiers have 
iot yet been recovered.

Keview of Season’s Business Through 
Port of Montreal 


A despatch from Montreal says: The 
last ocean steamship left Montreal rn 
Friday, namely ihe Delama, of the Eld<»r- 
Dempsler Line, and the business of tho 
port for 1906 will bo a matter of record. 

The scrutiny of the figures from the 
opening of navigation up to the pre¬ 
sent shoxvs some large increases, 
while, on the other hand, there have 
teen some notlceoble decreases in Ihe 
export of certain commodities. The 
totuI shipments of grain and produce 
for European ports shows u considerable 
advance over last year, though there 
i? u falling off in some lines.

This 
year's export of flaxseed were 3,015,174 
bushels, against one of 270.453 bushels 
last yeur. Corn showed u considerable 
decrease, ns did also barley. The ship¬ 
ment* of oats shoxxed a slight Increase.
